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SECTIQN  E - PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Ai'n'bulance  facilities  - For  Infectious  cases  a Motor* 
anlDulance  is  maintained  Toy  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Committee. 

For  accident  and  urgent  sickness  cases  a privately 
owned  motor  amhulance  serves  this  area  and  an  adjoining 
area.  It  is  subsidised  by  this  Council  and  the  adjoining 
local  authority.  Its  service  has  been  good  and  reliable j 
and  it  is  available  day  and  night.  There  is  no  charge  for 
conveyance  vi'ithin  the  area  or  from  the  area  to  the  Huddersfield 
Infirmary,  but  a charge  is  made  for  conveyance  to  places 
farther  away. 

An  arabulance  maintained  by  the  Huddersfield  Inrirmary 
under  a Contributory  Scheme  is  also  available  to  contributors 
at  restricted  times  and  for  a small'  charge. 


Hospitals  - Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the 
Penistone  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  which*  is  si'tuate  a 
short  distance  outside  the  area.  The.  hospital  is  controlled 
by  a joint  Coninittee  of  representatives  of  the  constituent 
authorities.  ■ ' 

For  Smallpox  there  is  a separate  small  hospital  situate 
in  the  same  neighbourhood  and  controlled  by  the  same  Conraittee. 
No  change  or  extension  of  these  premises  has  taken  place  during 
the  year. 

General  and  accident  cases  are  received  by  the  Huddersfield 
Royal  Infirmary. 

There  is  no  local  cottage  hospital  and  there  are  no  maternity 
home  s .

A nioTiiber  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  area  still  remain 
unsev/ered  or  only  partially  sev/ored.  No  extension  of  the 
se\7erage  system  has  "been  carried  out  hut  a scheme  is  in  hand 
for  the  sev/ering  of  Cuttlehurst  Hill  in  the  Clayton  West  Ward. 

There  are  five  separate  outfall  works  for  sewage  disposalo 
Minor  alterations  at  one  of  the  outfall  \7orks  has  improved 
the  nature  of  the  effluent  with  respect  to  which  con^laints 
had  heen  made  hy  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAI\(iS 

Very  little  pollution  from  domestic  sewage  occurs.  The 
West  Riding  Rivers  Board  have  control  in  the  area. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  Council  make  a small  grant  tov/ards  the  cost  of  conversion 
of  privy  closets.  Voluntary  conversion  has  heen  carried  out 
in  a nmiher  of  cases  as  a result  of  this  grant.  Steady  progress 
is  being  made  with  respect  to  the  installation  of  the  \7ater 
carriage  system  where  the  sewers  and  water  supply  are  suitable 
for  the  purpose.  The  following  summary  sho\7s  the  changes  in  . 
the  accormnodation  v/hich  have  taken  place  during  the  year;-

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  work  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor. 

Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  motor  Yraggon 
and  hired  motor  and  horse  dravm  vehicles.  The  Council's 
v/aggon  is  of  the  covered  scavenging  type  and  Y/as  purchased 
during  the  year  to  replace  a general  purpose  type  of  waggon. 
Disposal  of  the  refuse^  is  by  tipping  on  the  uncontrolled 
system.  The  tips  in  use  do'not  readily  lend  themselves  to 
the  adoption  of  the  controlled  system  oY/ipg  to  the'  means  of 
access.  • '

No  defects  relating  to  ventilation j temperature  or  sanitary 
accommodation  were  found  during  the  year. 

CAIvIPING-  SITES  - There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping 
purposes  heyond  an  occasional  tent  for  a short  period  and  no 
licences  have  heen  applied  for  or  issued  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

SMOIfS  ABATEMENT ^ - No  action  has  been  necessary  with  respect  to 

this  matter. 

SWIMMING  BkTHS  AND  POOLS  - There  is  one  swinming  bath  only  in  the 
area.  This  is  oY/ned  by  the  local  Miners'  Welfare  Fund  Trustees. 

It  is  a modern  covered  bath  fitted  with  a chlorination  and  fil- 
tration apparatus  operated  on  the  continuous  system.  Daily  tests 
of  the  bath  water  for  the  chlorine  content  are  carried  out  by  the 
superintendent  in  charge.  Samples  v/ere  taken  on  9 occasions  and 
submitted  to  the  County  Council’s  Laboratory.  Although  the  free 
Chlorine  content  was  belovir  standard  on  three  occasions j the  B.coli 
bontent  was  "nil”  in  all  the  samples. 

ERADICATION  OP  BED  BUGS  - No  cases  of  infestation  were  found  in  the 
Council  houses.  One  case  in  a privately  owned  house,  notified  by 
the  tenant,  was  dealt  with  by  fumigation. 

With  respect  to  tenants  going  into  Council  houses,  treatment  of 
the  furniture  by  the  H.C.N.  process  in  special  removal  vans  is 
carried  out  by  a contractor.  The  bedding  is  dealt  with  by  steam 
apparatus. 

SCHOOLS  - All  the  schools  are  in  a good  sanitary  condition  and  the 
Council’s  water  supply  is  in  all  cases  installed.  The  privy  system 
remains  at  two  schools  but  in  one  case  the  sewerage  system  is  not 
suitable  for  the  installation  of  the  W.C.  system.

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SDCTION  D - HOUSING 

INSPECTION  OF  DVt^'ELLIlfG-HOUSijS  DURING-  THE  YEaR  - Inspection  h.as 
■been  made  of  52  houses  and  78  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

In  51  cases  defective  conditions  v/orc'  found  and  the  houses  were 
classified  as  - Unfit,  l6|  Not  in  all'  respectsPit,  35. 

REi^;IEDY  OF  DEFECTS  - Twenty  houses  \7ere  rendered  fit  as  a result  of 
informal  action. 

ACTION  UNDER  STATUTORY  POiTERS  - One  Clearance  Area  was  declared 
involving  5 houses  which  had  ’been  inspected  previous  to  this  year. 

Seven  Demolition  Orders  were  made  also  on  houses  \7hich  had  "been 
inspected  the  previous  year.  In  t\7o  of  these  cases  the  Orders 
were  made  after  'breach  of  the  oiTner’s  undertaking  to  carry  out 
repairs. 

Action  was  connienced  hut  was  suspended  hy  the  outbreak  of  war 
with  respect  to  the  consideration  of  Demolition  Orders  on  6 houses 
and  the  consideration  of  the  making  of  Clearance  Areas  involving 
11  houses. 

0'VERCP0\'/DING  - At  the  end  of  last  year,  25  houses  were  overcrowded 
and  3 houses  were  added  to  the  list  this  year. 

Re -housing  hy  the  Council  has  relieved  10  cases  and  8 other 
cases  have  been  relieved  hy  removals  etc.,  leaving  a total  of  14 
houses  overcrowded. at  the  end  of  this  year. 


SECTION  E - INSPECTION  AI'TD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply  - The  hulk  of  the  supply  is  produced  within  the  area 
and  generally  is  distributed  hy  the  producers.  Generally  the 
premises  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  There  is  a 
steady  progress  in  the  improvement  of  the  structural  condition  of 
the  cowhouses  and  with  the  provision  of  dairies  and  sterilising 
rooms. 

Licences  for  the  production  of  milk  under  the  Special  Desig-n- 
ations  Order  are  granted  hy  the  County  Council  who  also  generally 
carry  out  the  sampling  of  milk  sold  under  this  Order. 

No  licences  are  in  force  with  respect  to  the  production  of 
’’Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  or  in  respect  of  pasteuring  plants. 

During  the  year  5 licences  have  been  granted  and  1 licence  has 
been  surrendered  with  respect  to  the  production  of  ’’accredited 
milk”.  No  retailers  have  been  removed  from  the  register  in  respect 
of  proceedings  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  Order.  There  was^\nstance 
of  disease  attributed  to  milk  during  the  year.  ^
